Hackney could lose the 
right to vote if they do 
not respond to letters 
asking them to confirm that 
their details are up to date. 

Because of a change in the 
electoral system, nearly a quarter 
of the borough’s voters are set 
to be wiped off the register if the 
Council is unable to verify their 
identity before its publication 
in December. 

Previously, the ‘head of the 
household’ was able to register all 
those living in a property, and no 
proof of identity was required. 
Under a new government 


system, people are required 
to register individually, and if 
councils are unable to verify 
their identity using tax or benefit 
records, people must provide 
proof of who they are. 

All homes in the borough have 
been sent a form detailing who is 
currently registered at that address. 
Every household must respond, 
either confirming the details are 
correct, or providing up-to-date 
information. This can be done by 
post, telephone, text and online. 

Residents who are not on the 
electoral register will not just lose 
out on the opportunity to vote 
in elections and referendums. It

LITTLE bit of 
Hackney forms 
part of an exciting 
new exhibition in 
the Tate Modern, which 
opened on 12 October, 
exploring city and nature. 

A tonne of soil from 
Hackney Marshes has been 
transported to the famous 
gallery’s Turbine Hall, 
where it makes up part of 
a huge installation called 
‘Empty Lot’. 

The sculpture, by artist 
Abraham Cruzvillegas, 
comprises two stepped 
triangular platforms, 
evoking a giant compass, 
holding a geometric grid 
of 240 wooden planters 
filled with compost and 
more than 23 tonnes of soil 
collected from parks and 


gardens across London. 

Visitors can explore the 
sculpture from underneath 
and above. According to 
the Tate it is designed to 
provoke ideas of ‘chance, 
change, and hope’. 

But, the question is, will 
anything grow from it? 

A spokesperson for the 
gallery said: “Nothing has 
been planted by the artist, 
but flowers, mushrooms, 
and other greenery may 
grow depending on what 
seeds or bulbs have found 


their way into the soil. 

“In the middle of a 
busy commercial area of 
London, the ‘Empty Lot’ 
is a space where nothing is 
produced but where change 
might happen.” 

Mexican artist 
Cruzvillegas is best known 
for creating sculptural 
works from local objects. 
He’s also interested in 
so-called ‘seed bombing’ 
and ‘guerrilla gardening’ 
as well as ancient Aztec 
‘chinampas’, small grids of 


earth used to grow corn, 
peppers and tomatoes in 
the area that later became 
Mexico City. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for Health, 
Social Care and Culture, 
said: “Hackney Marshes 
is one of our best-loved 
open spaces. It is home to 
a huge variety of floral and 
plant-life. So, who knows 
what may bloom from the 
soil provided.” 

The free exhibition is on 
at the Tate Modern until 
April next year.

Have your say on shaping the 
future of Haggerston Baths 


THE public is being invited to take part in decision-making 
about the future of the Grade II listed Haggerston Baths by 
taking part in a survey. 

The Council sought expressions of interest in the 
1 1 1 -year-old Whiston Road building, in June, attracting 29 
bids from a range of individuals, firms and developers. 

It is now in the process of creating formal proposals. The 
expressions of interest can be studied online. A public 
meeting was also held on 8 October at the VLC Community 
Centre, next door to the baths, to discuss these. 

The survey asks residents to comment further on the 
draft proposals; make suggestions about the building’s 
use based on these ideas; and suggest what the Council 
should prioritise when making its decision about the baths’ 
future, among other things. 

The feedback will be also be passed on to the bidders to 
help shape and refine their formal propositions.

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standing together to 
say enough is enough 
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A PEACE march 
following the 
murder of two 
young men in 
the space of three weeks, 
was organised by local 
community groups who 
joined together to say, 
‘enough is enough’. 

Seventeen-year-old 
Marcel Addai was stabbed 
in Hoxton on 4 September, 
while Moses Fadairo, a 
25-year-old father, was shot 
in broad daylight in Clapton 
on 26 September. 

Around 300 people joined 
the march, which took place 
on 1 1 October, with support 
from the police. It went from 
Haggerston Overground 
Station to Hackney Town 
Hall, where community 


leaders and parents spoke to 
the crowd. 

It was organised by two 
local youth organisations, 
The Crib and The Robert 
Levy Foundation, a charity 
founded in memory of the 
16-year-old Hackney boy 
murdered in 2004. 

Kelly Reid, from The 
Crib, said: “Too often 
young children are aware of 
the increase in violent crime, 
creating a generation of 
desensitised young people. 
We are trying to make a 


change. It may take years 
to change, but we have to 
start somewhere. As 
a community we can 
create change.” 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Sophie 
Linden, added: “I can’t 
begin to understand 
what the parents, family 
and friends of these 
young men are feeling. 
Too many young lives 
have been lost, not only 
in Hackney, but across 
London. Hackney’s 


community is standing 
together to say enough 
is enough.” 

Six men have been 
charged with murdering 
Marcel Addai, while two 
men have been charged in 
connection with the murder 
of Moses Fadairo.

More transparency for renters 

LETTINGS agents and property managers in Hackney are 
being investigated by the Council to make sure they’re 
displaying certain fee charges in accordance with the law 
- or they will face a £5,000 fine. 

Introductory fees, costs for arranging assured shorthold 
tenancies, and management fees must all be on show in 
shop premises and on websites. 

There are more than 270 lettings agents and property 
managers operating in Hackney, and the displayed 
fees list must include: an adequate description of each 
fee and its purpose; whether the fee is payable for the 
accommodation or by each tenant; the total amount of the 
fee inclusive of all taxes; and the method of calculating the 
fee, if it cannot be determined in advance.

Sign the petition to return 1 00 police officers to Hackney to help reduce crime 


THE Council has launched 
a campaign calling for 
the return of 100 police 
officers to the borough. 

Over the past five 
years the Met Police has 
reduced officer numbers 
in Hackney by 170 across 
a range of roles. In 2010 
there were 770 police, 
today there are 600. This 
22 per cent cut is far more 
than nearby boroughs. 

For the first time in 


many years, certain types 
of crime, particularly 
offences related to 
violence and theft, are 
increasing. Fear of crime 
is also on the rise. 

The Council has 
launched an online 
petition calling on the 
Met and the Mayor’s 
Office for Policing and 
Crime to reinstate 100 
of the borough’s lost 
officers, and is urging 


residents to show their 
support by signing it. 

Deputy Mayor of 
Hackney, Cllr Sophie 
Linden, said: “The cuts 
to policing in Hackney 


are disproportionate, 
misguided and counter- 
productive.” 

Overall crime in the 
borough has fallen by 
34.7 per cent since 2002. 

However, 
the 

2014/15 
crime 
statistics 
show 
that this 
long-term 


reduction in crime is 
at risk. There was a 
26 per cent increase in 
violence with injury, an 
1 8 per cent increase in 
criminal damage, and 
the downward trend in 
robbery almost stopped. 

The latest data from 
this year’s statistics shows 
a continued rise in these 
offences, as well as theft. 

Hackney used to have 
a team of 40 officers 


dedicated to fighting 
gangs, this currently 
stands at six. Operation 
Bantam, which for over a 
decade had been reducing 
gang violence, has been 
disbanded. There has also 
been a reduction in PCSOs 
from 100 to 37.

Y OUNG musicians 
from seven East 
London boroughs 
took part in a 
friendly battle of the bands 
contest in front of a star 
judging panel. 

Gateway 2 Music Live 
was part of a project which 
helps young people, aged 
14 to 24, navigate a route 
into music. The event, on 
2 October, was organised 
by Hackney Music Service 
and hosted by local music 
producer and DJ, The Last 
Skeptik, who said: “It’s a 
great privilege to be here 
amongst so many talented, 
young musicians.” 

Backstage, nervous 
musicians rehearsed 


and tried to hold their 
nerve in the final minutes 
before the show was 
streamed via the Hackney 
Live digital platform. 

As the sounds of 
humming, drumming and 
singing slowly diminished, 
a 10 second count-down 
marked the start of the 
event. The showcase was 
streamed live over the 
internet from Hackney 
Community College 
and, along with a studio 
audience, viewers could 
watch online at home, 
and vote and interact with 
performers and judges 
through social media. 

The judging panel of 
MOBO-nominated singer 
songwriter Kwabs; Vanessa 
Sylvester, from duo Navan;

They secured both the 
public and judges’ vote, 
to win studio time and a 
chance to record their own 
music video. Lead singer, 
Gary Landick, 14, said: “It 
feels incredible, really. After 
hearing some of the acts we 
thought we wouldn’t get 
through. This is amazing.” 

The penultimate act 
was Josh Tenor & The 
Band, from Hackney, who 
performed their soulful song 
‘This Time’. Josh, 15, said: 
“If any band wants to start 
up and gain live performing 
experience this is great.” 


The other acts were: Lost 
Ashore, from Havering; 
Funk in the Forest, from 
Waltham Forest; Mayday 
74, from Tower Hamlets; 
and The Renoir, from 
Barking and Dagenham. 

The event, which was 
funded by Arts Council 
England, saw 1,500 unique 
visitors online, with 2,000 
visits to the Hackney Live 
website, 2,232 engagements 
on Twitter, and 656 people 
talking about the bands in 
the site’s chatroom.

I MOVED here when 
I was just one,” says 
the woman known as 
‘Mama Hackney’ to 
countless teens across 
the borough. 

Janette Collins founded 
youth project, The Crib, in 
1999 and has been running 
it ever since, reaching young 
people, between the ages of 
10 and 21, across postcodes 
and backgrounds. 

“When I was growing 
up, things were tough 
but they were different,” 
she explains. Adding: 

“I suffered from a lot of 
racism. We moved onto 
an estate in Homerton and 
were the first black family 
there. My parents had come 
over on the Windrush, 
they were just grateful to 
be in this country. I’d tell 
them about the bullying 
and they’d just say, ‘don’t 
worry, they’ll get used 
to you’.” 

Aged 10, Janette found 


solace in the church. She 
says: “People at the church 
were different, they were 
friendly.” But still she 
became, in her own words, 
‘a bit of a rebel’. 

Janette and her friends 
formed a gang but, she 
explains: “It was completely 
different to the gangs you 
see today. Back then, older 
people got respect and they 
weren’t scared of the young. 
The community as a whole 
brought you up, that’s 
what’s changed.” 

Janette had her first child 
at the age of 14. She recalls: 
“Parents didn’t talk about 
sex. I hid my pregnancy 
from my mum. When she 
found out, she dragged me 
to the doctors and when he 
told her I was eight months 
pregnant she fainted.” 

By the time she was 
17, she had two children 
and had moved to Stoke 
Newington where she heard 
about Milton Gardens, 
a space that had opened 
for the young people who 
otherwise had nowhere 


to go. Janette says: “I 
volunteered to go along and 
it was just chaos. I thought, 
‘I want to get involved and 
do this properly’.” 

What followed was 
something of a one-woman 
whirlwind. Through sheer 
passion and perseverance, 
sheds on a housing estate 
were turned into a youth 
club. She then studied youth 
work, nursery nursing and 
got a degree in media. She 
opened a nursery, worked 
with play centres, fled 


from personal experiences 
of domestic abuse, lived 
in America for two years 
and then finally, in 1999, 
returned home to Hackney 
and set up The Crib. 

“Only it wasn’t called 
The Crib back then,” 
she laughs. Adding: “It 
was called the Hoxton 
Community Safety Project. 
We used to go out onto the 
streets and the kids would 
hide from us. A policeman 
helped us identify the ones 
that were causing trouble, 


and when I saw them I 
thought wow, they’re just 
kids, like the way I was on 
the estate.” 

Soon, suspicion of Janette 
and her business partner, 
Karlene Fontilio, faded and, 
she recalls: “150 kids would 
show up at a session. It was 
so successful, we decided to 
turn it into a charity. When 
we asked the kids what it 
should be called they said 
‘The Crib’. It’s a place that’s 
like home. But like a home, 
you leave when you’ve 
grown your confidence.” 

Janette and The Crib 
survived changes of location 
and tragedies including the 
death of her husband in 
2003, just weeks after their 
marriage; and the shooting 
of one of the charity’s youth 
representatives, 16-year- 
old Agnes Sina-Inakoju, 
who was killed by a gang 
member in 2010, despite 
having no involvement with 
gangs herself. 

The Crib has been based 
in De Beauviour since 
2006. It’s a place where 


young people can get 
help with their CVs and 
housing applications, or 
get an advocate for a court 
hearing. They can go on 
residential trips and learn 
new skills, or take part in 
‘Trading Places’, a three- 
day scheme in which police 
and young people play each 
other’s roles to explore 
issues like stop and search. 

They can also get involved 
in Boroughs United, the 
cross-borough talent show 
organised by The Crib 
each year to break down 
postcode rivalry. Or they 
could just have a hug. 

“I cuddle every single 
one of my kids. No matter 
how big they get. We 
want to bring back trust in 
communities and we stand 
for family,” says Janette. 

No wonder they call her 
Mama Hackney.

Fairtrade Group 
has been praised 
for its plans to 
promote ethical goods to 
local businesses and the 
wider community, as the 
borough celebrates 
the renewal of its 
Fairtrade status. 

Fairtrade is a commitment 
to supporting a better deal 
for producers in developing 
countries, and making sure 
they get a good price for a 
good product. 

The Hackney Fairtrade 
Group was set up in 2007 
to promote this ethos 
to local businesses and 
organisations, and help 
influence where they source 
their supplies. 

The borough first 


received Fairtrade status 
the following year, after 
achieving five qualifying 
goals, including the wide 
availability of Fairtrade 
products in local shops and 
restaurants, and support 
from the community. 

The group successfully 
saw that status renewed by 
the Fairtrade Foundation 
last month, with judges 
praising the ‘time and 
energy’ put into making 
Fairtrade principles part 


of the community. 

They wrote: “Your plans 
to engage further with the 
local community through a 
Fairtrade detectives scheme, 
working with faith leaders, 
and approaching the 
community and voluntary 
sector show a holistic and 
energetic approach.” 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care and 
Culture, added: “Hackney 
has been a proud advocate 


of Fairtrade for nearly 
eight years, in which time 
the local Fairtrade group 
has led very successful 
campaigns to promote 
Fairtrade in the borough.” 

In the past year, the 
Fairtrade Group has 
facilitated two film 
screenings at Hackney 
Picturehouse, including 
fashion documentary ‘The 
True Cost’ (pictured). 

It has also held tasting 
events, with support from 
local shops, in libraries and 
markets to encourage people 
to buy Fairtrade products, 
and visited schools to 
promote the idea.

Have your say on traffic reduction schemes for Cycle Superhighway Route 1 


PROPOSALS to close 
junctions to motor traffic 
at eight Hackney roads are 
being consulted on as part 
of a major new cycle route 
linking Tottenham and 
the City. 

Views are being 
sought for separate plans 
affecting five junctions in 
De Beauvoir and three in 
Stoke Newington. 

They have been drawn- 
up jointly by Transport 


for London (TfL) and 
the Council, and come 
on the back of feedback 
from residents during 
consultation on Cycle 
Superhighway Route 
1 (CS1) in February 
and March this year. 

The proposals 
will try and reduce 
the high volumes 
of non-local motor 
traffic using some 
residential streets, 


with the aim of making 
the areas safer and more 
pleasant places to live and 
cycle. The measures also 
include improvements for 


pedestrians, such as wider 
footways, safer junctions 
and new crossings.

S HOULD 16-year- 
olds get the vote? 
That was one of 
the topics hotly 
debated by students from 
across Hackney during this 
year’s Mayor’s Q8tA for 
Local Democracy Week. 

Some 60 people, aged 
16 and 17 years old, took 
part in a discussion on 14 
October - with panellists 
from the Council, Youth 
Parliament and police - 
about issues facing young 
people today, including pay 
inequality, gentrification, 
diversity, crime and safety, 
and the voting age. 

The audience was divided 
over whether that should be 
lowered to 16, with the vast 
majority arguing that teens 
deserved the vote when 


contextualised with the age 
of consent and joining the 
armed forces. 

Future generations will 
judge society as ‘ridiculous 
for not allowing 16 and 
17-year-olds to vote’, argued 
one history student, adding 
‘much as we do of women’s 
disenfranchisement in the 
early 20th century’. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, added: “Going back 
10 years, overwhelmingly 
the audience was against it. 
But I have noticed a shift in 
recent years. My gut feeling 


is ‘yes’ too.” 

Nearly all the young 
people said they felt unsafe 
in Hackney, but believed 
that would change when 
they got older as the 
influences of street and 
gang crime waned in their 
lives. Although, when asked, 
none said they had been a 
victim of crime. 

Most thought they would 
not be able to live in the 
borough when they got 
older, however, due to 
runaway house prices. 

Perceived victimisation of 


young black men, as well 
as the police’s stop 
and search activity, was 
cited as a dividing force in 
the community. 

Borough Commander, 
Simon Laurence, said: 
“Gangs form a very small 
minority of young people in 
Hackney and they deserve 
our attention. I really hope 
we have moved on from 
when there was lots of stop 
and search and that it is now 
much more intelligence-led 
and targeted.” 

National Local 
Democracy Week aims to 
bring together young people 
and elected representatives. 
Hackney councillors have 
been visiting borough 
schools as part of this 
annual event.

accommodation. 

Connie Cullen, Shelter’s

our new service hub will 
offer even greater support 
to families battling bad 
housing and homelessness 
in Hackney and beyond.” 

The centre will run 


alongside Shelter’s Hackney 
Family Service. Established 
last year to provide long- 
term support to families in 
danger of homelessness, 
and to find affordable and 
safe housing for those with 
complex needs, the service 
has already reached over 
500 families. 

Both the new drop-in 
centre and the Family 
Service are part funded 


through the philanthropic 
arm of Berkley Group 
property developers, the 
Berkley Foundation. 

Charmaine Young 
CBE, Chief Executive of 
the Berkeley Foundation, 
said: “This will make 
an incredible difference 
to people at risk of 
homelessness.”

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Female Soldier

I N the mid 18 th century 
a woman called 
Hannah Snell, who 
spent the final years 
of her life living in Stoke 
Newington, claimed to 
have fought as a soldier at 
a time when no women 
were allowed in the forces. 

According to Hannah’s 
autobiography of 1750, 
she was born in Worcester 
in 1723, the daughter of a 
hosier and the youngest of 
nine children. Her brothers 
all became soldiers or 
sailors, whilst many of 
her sisters married into 
the forces, and young 
Hannah would play at 
soldiers with the boys. 

Her sister Susan married 
a soldier named James Gray 
and moved to London, 
where Hannah joined them 
in 1740, at the age of 17, 
after her parents died. 
Whilst in London, 


Hannah fell in love with a 
charismatic Dutch sailor, 
James Summs, who she 
married early in 1744, 
becoming pregnant two 
years later. 

Summs might have been 
charming, but he was not 
faithful, selling many of 
Hannah’s possessions 
to fund his debauchery 
and then deserting her 
when his debts became 
overwhelming, just two 
months before the birth of 
their daughter, Susannah. 

The baby only survived 
for seven months at which 
point Hannah decided, 
having nothing left to 
lose, to go in search of her 
husband. But as a lone 
woman it would have been 
difficult for her to travel 
without male company, so 
she borrowed her brother- 
in-law’s name and clothes 
and set out to track down 
the errant James Summs. 

Snell claimed to have 
travelled as ‘James Gray’ 


to Coventry where she 
was press ganged into 
General Guise’s regiment in 
November 1745, marching 
north to fight the Scottish 
uprising led by Bonnie 
Prince Charlie. 

In Carlisle, she said 
that she fell foul of her 
commanding sergeant and 
was subjected to 500 lashes 
whilst tied to the city gates, 
still without the truth of her 
sex being discovered. After 
this she deserted and headed 
south to Portsmouth. 

She joined the Marines 
and served as assistant 
steward and cook on board 


the ‘Swallow’, sailing to 
the Indian subcontinent. 
Hannah’s biography tells 
how it was here that she 
saw combat, being 
wounded 1 1 times during 
the Battle of Devicotta 
in June 1749, including 
in the groin, though still 
her identity as a woman 
remained undiscovered. 

Once she had recovered, 
Hannah was transferred 
into the regular navy 
where she served as an 
ordinary seaman on the ship 
‘Eltham’, still travelling the 
world searching for James 
Summs. In 1750, whilst in 


Lisbon, she finally heard 
what had become of him: 
he had been executed for 
murder in Genoa. The quest 
was over and with no reason 
to keep up the subterfuge, 
Hannah revealed her true 
identity to her shipmates 
when back in London. 

None of her fellows had 
ever guessed the truth, 
despite some of them 
sharing a bed with Hannah, 
though she had been 
nicknamed ‘Molly’ because 
of lack of facial hair. Initially 
shocked, her comrades soon 
recovered and were full 
of praise, ‘applauding her 
Courage as a Soldier, her 
Dexterity as a Sailor, her 
humane Deportment and 
Sincerity as a Friend. . .’ 

Hannah published her 
story, probably ghost- 
written by her publisher 
Robert Walker, to great 
success and appeared on 
stage to tell her tale. 

She lived in many different 
parts of the country and 


married again twice more 
before settling in 1785, 
with her son George Eyles, 
a City attorney who lived 
in Church Street, Stoke 
Newington. 

Eventually Hannah 
Snell began to show 
signs of insanity, today it 
would probably be termed 
dementia, and was moved 
to Bedlam Hospital where 
she died in 1792, aged 
69. She was buried as she 
had always wanted to be, 
amongst her fellow old 
soldiers at Chelsea Hospital

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is ClIrSadeEtti.

Mourning the end of ‘The Great British Bake Off’? Try this delicious pineapple upside down 
cake, courtesy of Hawaiian restaurant POND in Dalston. 


Ingredients 

For the pineapple 

• 1 pineapple 

• 400g light brown sugar 

• 5g salt 

• 200ml pineapple juice 

• 200ml water 

• 20g fresh ginger, finely chopped 

• 1 kaffir lime leaf. 

For the cake 

• softened butter 

• reserved pineapple cooking liquor (above) 

• 6 caramelised pineapple slices (above) 

• 90g unsalted butter 

• 55g caster sugar 

• 55g light brown sugar 

• 2 eggs 

• 1 85g self-raising flour 

• 60ml pineapple juice. 

Method 

•To caramelise the pineapple, cut the fruit 
into rings and lay out in a shallow pan at a 
low temperature 


• Mix the sugar, salt, pineapple juice, water, 
chopped fresh ginger and kaffir lime leaf 
together in a bowl. Pour mixture over the 
pineapple. Bring to the boil and simmer till the 
pineapple is slightly soft. Remove from liquid 
and allow to cool 

• Cut out the core of the pineapple slices. 
Reserve the poaching liquid for the bottom of 
the cake. Store in the fridge for up to 3 days 

• For the cake, you will need 6 individual 
moulds, or tins, around 7cm across 

• Pre-heat oven to 1 60°C. Butter your tins/cake 
moulds. Place 2 tablespoons of the pineapple 
cooking liquor in the bottom. Lay one slice 

of caramelised pineapple in each tin/mould, 
caramelised side down 

• Beat butter and sugars till light and fluffy. Add 
eggs one by one and beat until beat through. 
Add self-raising flour alternatively with the 
pineapple juice. Mix till all incorporated and 
smooth. Do not over-mix 

• Pipe over the pineapple and fill to the top. 

Bake for 1 5 mins, or until a skewer comes out 
clean.
